The operating plant in t

which go to' make up a permanent
factory organization are , spread
over the area. It Is diteicult. for
‘the ordinary man who first looks
upon this scene of feverish activity
to grasp its full ‘significance. Mo
all intents and purposes, the Long
Beach .steam 'plant site is a great
outdoor  factory brought togéther
for the express purpose of build-
ing just eight separate units. The
fact that.it will' require 'six to
¢ight years to complete these eight
units; carries out the thought of a
permanent factory organization,

In the construction of the féun-
dation ‘upon which these giant ma-
chines must stand, approximately
7,000 piles . are driven .for each
unit, a total of '56,000 for the en-
fire plant. When these piles have
been driven to a depth of 40 ‘or
60 feet into the ground, they are
covered with a deep bed of con-
crete, making an absolutely per-
manent base for the turbine.
In-the original Long Beach steam
plant built in 1912-16, there were
three turbines installed, with a to-

.| tal capacity of 63,000° horse-power.

In. 1924, three additional gener-
ating units totalling 29,600 horse-
power were added within the orig-
inal plant. During that same year,
work, was begun, on an’ entirely
new addition to the plant known
as Long Beach steam plant No. 2,
This splant is immediately adjacent
to No. 1 plant and within this
structure 196,000 horsepower ca-
pacity is inftalled. - The present
operating capacity of "the ' entire
Long Beach stéam plant installa-
ton' 1s 28 ,600 horsepower.
